"We can go forward into a 
world of peace and advance 
such as the world has never seen 
or wc can go into nn age of 
tcciinicnl horror tiint will lead 
113 back to the caves, — air-con- 
ditioned and bomb-proof caves 
with modern conveniences," de- 
clared Edgar Ansel Mowrer ycs- 
tenlay evening at the Peoples'

lace. 

The reason for this was that the 
University does not permit drama- 
tics on Sunday. The Principal fur- 
ther maintained that the time, 11.30 
p.m., was too late for several Fresh- 
cttc members who live in residence. 

The Workshop may have to .be 
abandoned because there is no other 
regular time available. Ken Fhin 
Workshop Head, deplores the "Uni- 
versity Blue Sunday Ruling." 

The trouble started when Dr. A 
V. Douglas, Dean of Women, was 
asked permission for several Fresh- 
cttes living in residence to return 
after the half hour Biroadcast, as 
Freshettcs must be in by 11.30 p.m. 
The Dean consulted the Principal 
who then proscribed the Sunday 
Broadcasts. . 

"I hope that some other arrange- 
ments can be concluded. However I 
would rather not have it at all than 
at that time." Dr. A. V. Douglas 
implied that the question of late 
leaves alone did not cancel the 
Broadcast since, "whether we would 
allow a Frcshette to remain out late 
would depend on the merit of the 
individual girl concerned."

Tlic problem of race is an ancient and a 
challenging one. It cannot be remedied by laws. 
It cannot be remedied by wars. It cannot be 
remedied by subjugating certain groups of 
people to inferior standards. It can only be 
remedied by education of all to the Biblical 
phrase qtiotcd by the writer that "He hath 
made of one blood, all nations of men for to 
dwell upon the face of the earth." For the 
agnostic, this is conclusively borne out by sci- 
entific findings. 

According to science, man developed from 
a single line of ancestry. The present day 
"races" came by a process of isolation of stnall 
groups and development of local types with 
distinct characteristics. There is nb such thing 
as pure "race". The only way that people may 
be indicated by "race" might be by the three 
distinct stocks, Caucausian, IMongliod "and 
Negroid, but it should be noted with care that 
they merely distinguish the physical charac- 
teristics. The word "Race" refers to inherited 
physical cliaractcristics only. Prejudice arises 
when physical characteristics are associated 
with internal characteristics which are not gov- 
erned by birth but by environmental factors. 

In Canada today, there is a real need for 
education and realization of the ways of solid 
racial friendship. How vital this is to the na- 
tion can be grasped when statistics state that 
Canada is composed of people of sixty differ- 
ent national origins. With the French, and the 
English wliQ are in the majority, there arc score 
or mnro minorities who£c numbers are less than 
00,000. Each of these groups came to Canada 
is no reason why each cannot be assimilated to 
form a distinct Canadian culture. 

The writer of the column deplored that not 
one effectual voice was raised when a certain 
discriminatorj' bill was brought up for readings 
in the last Parliament. He warned that tlierc 
with a cultural heritage of its own, and there 
was no end to "this hatred business" once the 
evil was started on its roll. But the picture 
is not as gloomy as he fears. The fight against 
racial discrimination goes on from many dif- 
ferent sources and the place of the universities 
in this fight must be at the front. For them, 
there is no other place and the education must 
begin there. 

McMaster stands as a worthy example in 
the matter of racial- friendship. The inscription 
in the main hall reads: The T)rivileges of the 
university arc offered to all without restriction, 
in order that youth may receive a liberal edu- 
cation in a Christian atmosphere ami be duly 
qualified for the service of God ami of mankind. 
This might be well pondered «ver by other 
than ^IcMastcr students.

Contemporary Art 

An Exhibition Now on Display 
By Young Canadian Artists 
At the U. of Montreal

The exhibition of modern art which opened at 
the U. of M. Nov. IB and wiU continue until Wed- 
nesday, Nov. 29, is an absolute revelation; we spe- 
cify "modern" because there arc many prévoient 
opinions to the general effect that Canada, and not- 
ably French Canada, Is artistically unprogreisive; 
and we insist upon the word "revelation" because 
the paintings and drawings, mostly the work of 
students of the U. of M., show unmistakeable in- 
fluences ranging from Braque to Walt Disney; the 
ranse of expression runs the gamut of surrealism 
to vitriolic social satire. 

Taken in its entirety, the exhibition is a power- 
ful causative force towards a revision of our con- 
temporary opinions; taken individually, the works 
of the artists show in how varied a manner the 
interpretative force manifests itself. Particularly 
striking is the use of color; Morln's small abstrac- 
tions, notably "la table garnie", and Fillon's "Huile" 
and "Racines Cubiques'* show, in the former, a 
geometrical employment of saturated red and blue 
to produce an emotional Impression, and in the 
latter, fluid outlines of red and briekdust brown 
that defy objective analysis but yet succeed In ere- 
ating the desired effect ... the concrete intangibil- 
ity of mathematics. 

Hie work of Barii, equally impressive though 
more understandable, achieves its purpose through 
the use of weird, almost pathological imagery. His 
"vive le beau mois de Décembre" shows two cor- 
pulent female nudes lackadaisically eyeing a crim- 
son Mephlslopheles tinkling miniature bells; all 
seem oblivloiu of the snow and the shadowless sky 
that surrounds them, and , the muffled shivering 
people that pass in the background. 

The painting creates the imprcision of the cj*nic- 
ism of winter; the dull yet sharp use of contrast 
makes thought seem flat. "Hallowe'en", by the 
same artist, is a sharper criticism of life; it shows 
a group of carefree, Dantesque maskers . . . and 
in the background a sombre burial. In contrast to 
Baril's interpretation of life, which is done solely 
from the individual artistic point of view, there 
is the spectacular "revue d'Esculape", by Benin; 
in the form of a mural, he attempts to present the 
scientific interpretation of the scope of life; a sperm 
fuses with an ovum, the cell undergoes a series 
of cleavages, and a worm writhes from a mass of 
putrefying tissue. 

Tht day hos passed when the ability to separate 
and Identify the various Modernist sects made a 
man a critic, and the day has also passed regard- 
ing an artist's self-sacrifice that has no tangible 
meaning. Modem art is destroying the old hero- 
worship, which made it fashionable to admire one 
school or another. Absolved of this mythical obli- 
gation, people arc bcRinning to revert to and en- 
courage an art which they can enjoy and under- 
stand, and which, however inchoate, has at least 
one of the requisites of great art— the appeal to 
the flow of common experience. The painter has 
ceased to regard himself as a delicately-tuned re- 
ceptor, and to consider himself more as a crafts- 
man. 

Baril's "Quand la fin du monde approchera" has 
this appeal to common sensation; the painting de- 
picts a bloody sun shining from a murky sky down 
upon a group of cowering hysterical souls towards 
whom an inexorable flow of lava is approaching; 
some have already been engulfed; some are anatch- 
ing their last momenl5 of love in the mortal world, 
some are committing suicide, and some are passively 
waiting for the end. The story value of painting 
cannot bc^^iamiswd, not because of Us formal attri- 
butes, btii"£«eause of Its power to represent collec- 
tive beliefs and aspirations; It should be remem- 
bered that associated meanings arc frequently more 
real than the things themselves; modem criticism 
has, in the main, failed to recognize the symbolic 
value of a eomposIUon while overestimating the 
composition as an entity. 

Viau's little water colours are, at first glance, 
aeeminsly unobtrusive; on closer observation, their 
utter simplicity is remarkable in view of their 
aesthetic appeal; most of them are done In green 
and black; "le parc" is merely grey dawn over the 
green of the fields; very simple. But Vlau succeeds, 
with the minimum of technicalities, in creating the 
sombre mood of a grey sky. 

Particularly interesting was Daudelin's treatment 
of a conventional subject; a still life, fruit in a bowl, 
is done with a technique which gives It a refractory 
yet luminous appearance, as it it were made of 
terra-cotta; this experimental spirit Is much in evi- 
dence in the works of other artists; Lcduc's "Interleur 
d'emeraude" the title of which Is self-explanatory, 
and Mousscau's "Le Christ se Livre" (reminiscent 
of the famous "yellow Christ") are notable exam- 
ples. 

It would be a fine thing if there were In ^ exist- 
ence a dominant idealism, a spiritual force ^tuiitlng 
artists in a common purpose, making them prac- 
titioners again, affording them legitimate markets 
and circulating their pictures; in the absence of 
such a Utopian mode of existence, the artist must 
adapt himself to realities, put living above paint- 
ing and do his best in the worst of worlds. Modern 
artists, in the true sense of the word, seem eminently 
capable of doing just this; the exhibition at the U. 
of M. is the verification of that ideal.

Sinatra

Tite much debated "Significance 
of Sinatra", whii^almost caused 
breaches in International relations 
in and around the Campus; mo- 
tivated your reporter's visit to the 
Forum last Sunday afternoon, The 
Voice was late,.. He had surren- 
dered his booking at the airport 
to six R.C.A.F. men returning from 
India, his manager explained. Bad 
flying weather and engine trouble 
had caused further delay so that as 
soon as he entered the familiar 
doors of the Forum he started work 
on his evening's programme. 

Relaxing for a few minutes in 
between numbers, Mr. Sinatra an- 
swered the various questions put to 
him by your reporter. "What is 
your reaction to the girls' swoon- 
ing at your sliows?" he was asked. 
The Voice smiled, i'That is some- 
thing 1 am always asked" he said. 
"I find it particularly disgusting, 
and my announcers are making it 
quite clear before the "Hit Parade" 
and "Vlmms" broadcasts that any- 
one making objectionable noises 
during the shows will be forcibly 
ejected". He invited me to listen- 
In to his future broadcasts and ob- 
serve the comparative absence of 
background noises. 

Your reporter then called the 
Voice's attention to a statement 
made recently in Hamilton, Ont., 
by Dr. Angelo Petri, Psychologist 
of New York City. Dr. Petri had 
staled that the Voice would be do- 
ing a public service If he were to 
stop singing. "Sinatra's singing," he 
stated, "caused excessive and dan- 
gerous swooning which was a ner- 
vous disease. "Any person who 
spread such a disease," he said, 
"should be put out of the way." 
Sinatra replied that ho was quite 
accustomed to hearing such state- 
ments made but that they were, of 
course, only individual's opinions. 
There were, on the other hand, he 
said, many people who approached 
him with a view to getting him to 
sponsor various youth programs. 
He rccalle<l his recent conferences 
with President Roosevelt and with 
Vlce.-Pres. Wallace and Supreme

THE VIGILANTES 

MISC0NSTR1JED ISSUE 
The Editor. 
McGill Daily. 
Sir: 

A few words of clarification seem 
necessary in view of the editorial 
entitled "The Vigilantes". On the 
premise that the resolution would 
set up a "vigilante" committee, 
your objections are sound. But we 
feel the editorial misconstrues the 
whole issue. 

The point of the resolution is not 
"to rectify such discriminations" 
(as it is worded in the resolution) 
for obviously, as the editorial cor- 
rectly states, this "is something to 
be undertaken by the senate 
alone." Admittedly the wording Is 
poor, if not misleading, and our 
manner of presentations was all to 
be deplored, but th« resolution 
was conceived with the intention of 
exposing any discriminatory prac- 
tices at the university, by providing 
the means whereby the student 
body can strongly express their 
opinion concerning such discrim- 
ination, when aubstantlated. You 
would not dispute this intention. 

The question is: IS THIS THE 
PROPER MANNER? 

FIRST, WAS IT THE PROPER 
PLACE? The fact that the meeting 
was called to protest a flagrant case 
of racial discrimination, namely in 



connection with Canadians of Jap- 
anese origin, made it appropriate, 
NOT to Introduce a resolution ob- 
jecting to other equally flagrant 
practices, BUT TO FACILITATE 
THE EXPOSURE OP LIKE PRAC- 
TICES by the setting up of an ap- 
proprlate organization. (A contin- 
uation of the committee that un- 
dertook Tuesday's meeting was sug- 
gested.) 

IS THE RESOLUTIOÎ* THE PRO- 
PER ACTION? You claim it will 
serve no useful ending. Simply to 
expose such pracllces is a step in 
the right direction, and whether 
the legitimate expression of student 
opinion will result In concrete re- 
medial action, is a matter for the 
future to reveal but something to 
fight for nevertheless. The commit- 
tee proposed is the instrument to 
initiate the matter. It is the tenor 
of the resolution, and what will 
come out of it. NOT the technicali- 
ties of the wording that count On 
that score it deserves commenda- 
tion. It is a means, and a sorely 
needed one, of bringing to the at- 
tention of the student body any 
evidence of racial discrimination, 
NOT A WITCH HUNTING COM- 
MITTEE as Implied In the editorial. 

It might be added, that during 
the course of the Student Society 
Meeting, MUCH WAS SAID IN A

Jam Session Scores 

Make way for Jam Session III. 
. . . This was the sentiment echoed 
in the applause of a near-capacity 
audience at His Majesty's last night 
—an audience that was treated to a 
rare feast of music. 

From New York came Art Hodes 
and his Jazzmen, and with them 
a taste of the real jazz. Here were 
piano, clarinet, trumpet, trombone 
and drums in brilliant patterns of 
improvisation that are the essence 
of this distinctive American folk- 
music. Its interpretation was mas- 
terful to an extent that makes it 
Indeed difficult to spotlight any one 
of the five artists as the outstand- 
ing performer. 

Sparking the performance by the 
suggestion of a theme, Art Hodes, 
a pianist of exceptional ability, set 
the pace, the solos and Impromptu 
orchestrations that make spontan- 
eous jazz. 

The trumpet of Sydney de Paris 
was probably the highlight of the 
evening; muted, it almost brought 
down the house "Sunny Side of 
the Street", second ntunber on the 
program. Throughout, its imagina- 
tion and flexibility in impromptu 
composition showed the difference 
between the jazz trumpet and the 
trumpet of a James or a Spivak, 
who are limited to following, the 
out and dried ofchestrations of 
popular dance music 

Trummy Young delighted both 
with his trombone and with his 
vocals. There .might perhaps have 
been more trombone and less vo- 
cals, but nevertheless his rendition 
of "Talk of the Town" was un 
forgettable. The popular "Is You Is 
or Is You Ain'tr" was another. 

Danny Alvin, -an amazingly ver- 
satile drummer, again captured the 
imagination of the audience as 
ho had at the first Jam Session 
a month ago. His work on "Yan 
cey's Blues" was Inspiring and his 
brushwork throughout extremely 
tasty.

FOOD FOR THOUGHT 

With evcr>body and his brother offering suggestions for the 
post-war period, It might bo apprc^irlalc to mention a dream which 
can coma true in the not too distant future. This dream involvu 
an International Intercollegiate Football Union, an organization 
which 1183 been much discussed in the past There are many dUii' 
cultlcs involved but the main one is the question et which game 
is to be played, the Canodlan or the American. 

A Bood deal may be s«id for each, yet the American game is 
the one which has the more crowd-plcaiing play, and for this rea- 
son will get the call. A movement is definitely afoot concerning 
the American game, just look at the high school games for proof, 
and it cannot be ignored. Perhaps an analysis will dear up a few 
I>oints. 

The Canadian game Is csaentlally negative in that scoring op- 
portunities rciult too often from fumbles, rather than offense. The 
two bucks and a Itick game is anything but crowd-pleasing, and 
after all, i£ amateur or professional sport Is to exist, it must be an 
attraction to the paying public. 

TEAAI VLAY 

Let's start from the Iciclcoff. .The receiver gets the ball,, and the 
rest of his team, except for a back, may as well sit down for all the 
good they are doing in getting the ball dowm the field. If there is 
a chance lo threw the ball around with lateral passes, well and 
good, but it still isn't as exciting as seeing the ball carrier follow 
his interference for twenty or one hundred yards. 

Then, once the team gels the ball, there is no concerted drive 
down the field. Midfleld play is not particularly exciting, but the 
sight of a team starting from within the shadow of ils own goalposts 
and working its way up the gridiron has Immense cro%vd appeal. 
On a plunge, once the hole is cleared, the ball-carrier has to battle 
against a whole team without any help from his mates after three, 
live or ten yards, depending on in what part of Canada the game 
it being played. 

Of course, neither Is the American game perfect. Far from it. 
If they were to adopt three downs so that a heavy team wouldn't 
Just ovcr^vhelm its opponent, but would have to open up, better 
games would probably result. Yet, the unlimited interference Is 
something which makes the game definitely a tc.im game, although 
too often, one or two men become the only bnll-carricrs all after- 
noon. 

There is the question, of the rouge. Americans have small 
stadia and « kick would end up in the stands, eliminating the very 
value of tho play, the contest between receiver and tacklers. Also, 
the game loses a conservative aspect, and becomes an all or nothing 
at all idea. The quarterback calls a phy for a touchdown, with 
its resulting tension, rather than a kick, which is flat in comparison. 
QUESTIO.N FOB TUB FUTURE 

A dilemma which is bound to come up in a few years involves 
plaj-crs from local areas. \Vhat is going to happen when a player 
from a local high school team comes to McGiil, with only experience 
in the American game behind him? Is he going to be valueless, or 
will his effectiveness be neutralized for some years while he gets 
the feel of a new game? If this change which has swept Montreal 
spreads over Canada, which It very well might, then there will be 
no alternative for the universities than to adopt these rules as well, 
at least basically, If not ccmpleioly. 

Thinking forward, it would not be such a great calamity after 
all. For then what Is to slop this International Union, previously 
mentioned, from being formed. Then the coming attraction would 
be Yale against McGill, while Toronto visita Princeton, and Queens. 
Western, Dartmouth and Harvard mix it up. Such games would 
probably pack Molson Stadium to the rafters, and after a few years 
of this, the stadium could be completed in concrete. 

We could go still further with our dream, and imagine trans- 
portation facilities such that Duke, Notre Dame and U.CJ..A. could 
be included In our schedule. That thought makes a conversion 
somewhat worthwhUe. And it could happen.

The victims 
will swim once across the pool, get 
out, eat a cracker, and then whistle. 
After they have succeeded In emit- 
ting any kind of a peep, they will 
jump back in and swim back across 
the pooL 

Diving holds the other spotlight 
as the centre of attraction, with one 
plain dive, one running dive and 
two optionals forming the list of 
events. All diving is to be done 
from the low boards. Lists have 
been posted in the locker room and 
hopefuls are urged by the swim- 
ming manager lo sign up for the 
various events.

and their attempt to control the fo- 
reign policy of their less powerful 
neighbours. 

Not in Accord 
The United States and Britain 
will not be in accord over the con 
troverslal subject of British Impe- 
rialism, which Mr. Mowrer defin 
ed as the desire to have "dominion 
over palm and pine" whether the 
peoplR in the country ruled want 
it or not Americans, he said, have 
far less understanding of the 
strength of foreigh nations than Eu< 
I'opean powers. The capitalist coun' 
tries cannot try to force back on 
the freed lands ot Europe an 
economic system which these couu' 
tries feel is outmoded, or thank' 
fulness to the liberators will van 
ish. 

In spite of this, peace may be 
maintained if public people realize 
that it haa to be, and there Is an 
immediate response to any act of 
aggression. In the world planned in 
the Dumbarton Oaks Proposal there 
are no neutrals. 

Much Experience 

Edgar Ansel Mowrer has had 
much experience as a correspondent 
and lived for years in different 
European countries and in China 
He wrote "Germany puts the Clock 
Back" at a time when few jeal 
Izcd the meaning of the Nazi men' 
ace. He is now giving several lec- 
tures in Montreal and is on his 
way to lecture at Ann Arbor, Michi< 
gan, his native state. 

He . stated that international re- 
lations should be taught at some 
time to every high school pupil. In 
grade school children are taught 
that their country Is always vic- 
torious and always right.
